It feels under less of an ob- 
ligation to play contempor- 
ary or even recent music 
from other parts of the 
world, and let it be 
known that there are new 
trends that are as difficult 
to. assimilate: Hirst as

We are most fortunate in 
the musicians who visit us 
and shake us * of oar 
complacency, are espe- 
cially appreciative of those 
who are contributing their 
art to the Music Festival 
that ed last night in 
Jerusalem: if the pro 
gramme of the Festival is 
strictly classical (partly to 
ensure even attendance at 
all concerts), the players 
are so distinguished that it 
will serve asastimulus. But 
until we cease this music- 
snobbery, we shall re- 
main as unoriginal and un- 
inspired as we are today.

Guinean UN Delegate 
Scuffles with Police 


NEW YORK (AP). — The 
police said that Mr. Michel 
Collet, Guinea's Deputy Per- 
manent Representative to 
the U.N. attacked a police- 
man in Harlem after a minor 
automobile accident early 
Saturday.
